Is there nothing 
else he would like to have, nothing we have 
that would suit his complaint, no guarantee 
of his authority, no pledge to put down the 
Mexican people if they rebel againj: authority': 
Shall wc not furnish him with Texas as a 
cattle farm, aud Louisiana as a 6ugar planta- 
tion.' Would not California be acceptable lor 
iu gold or ArLona and New Mexico for their 
stiver? 

He has been misled, we feel assured, by the 
past. Although we have kept a 
minister in Mexico to recognLe a new gov- 
ernment once a month for many years, 
yet he ought not to infer that we were 
willing to recognize whatever might 
turn up even an Austrian blessing In the shape 
of a King. We aie afraid that if he has made 
this a condition precedent to his assuming 
the round and top of sovereignty ho will never 
be capped, but will die with his Arehducal 
honors &U11 upon him. Our Administration 
has done "a many things," but his last request 
involves a touch of the sublime in impudence, 
whose naked grandeur is reward enough for 
one man s life-time, to which Lincoln can 
hardly add honors by acceding to it. It would 
but spoil it. Who asks that poetry shall be 
taken literally in word and figure? Who 
would mar such a sublime inspiration; such 
an epic of impudence by prosaic treatment:- 
As well try to coin the poet'B figure of liquid 

doubloons, to be passed from hand to hand for 
paltry pecks of potatoes and barrels of pork. 
Let his sole, unsullied honor remain forever 
in undiminished effulgence, whether he does 
or does not accept the regal dignity, that he

Ro»Bt k*xb' Official Repobt or Driving 
9mmt oit or Tevxbssek.— Major General 
Roseerans' report of the operations in Middle 
Tennessee is officially promulgated, ft cm- 
braces the preliminaries that resulted in driv- 
ing the rebels out of that portion of the Slate, 
from the occupation of Murfreesboro, a point 
two hundred and twelve miles from the near 
est point of supplies. 

Our loss was 85 killed, 462 wounded, and M 
missing. We captured many small armf, 
ftftt field pieces, six caissons, three limbers, 
three rifled tdege pieces, without carriages, 
besides aims destroyed by the ea,alr;-, and in 
Quartermaster's stores, 89 tents, 89 flags, ana 
»>00 s-cks of corn and corn meal. The total 
number of piUon^rs taken was 59 commis- 
sioned officers, and 1 ,oYo non commissioned 
officeu and privates.

St. Faul, Minn., Sepf. Ittb, says that a 
settler named HotTuian was killed on the 7 U 
ult , about 100 miles northwest, by Indians, 
within ten yards of W soldiers, in the es- 
cort oi Gov.

Following out its natural career, the Ad- 
ministration of Lincoln has a'ready become, 
at the North, a despotism more foul and more 
grinding even than that which we forsaw 
he would establish over us, had we acquiesced 
in his election. For two years and more the 
Northern Democracy have been the veriest 
slaves under the heel of the Republicans. 
Plundered, insulted, spurn' d and cast Into 
dungeons, exiled, dragged forth to fight, not 
for a cause, but to serve a loathsome taction 
aud a vulgar tyraut, shot down like dogs for 
resistance, they would, indeed, be the 
veriest worms, if thoughts of resistance and 
revenge Lad not entered their souls and 
become to them a fixed and Jiving purpose. 
Taught to look upon the power of the Federal 
Government M a thing so formidable 
that it were better al mo t to defy Omnipo- 
tence, they have shrunk long from a contact 
with it. The idol of the savage may be a 
harmless block of wc ad or stone, but it is his 
idol; and so it was with these poor heathcu, 
who had never tru'y learned to worship jus- 
tice aud liberty, Instead of the Union which 
bad been devised merely as a means to secure 
these -rreat ends. Groping iu this darkuesi, 
they could hardly real ze the fac t that the 
South was wrestling successfully with the 
power of the Union, before which they daily 
bowed and trembled. They thought it was 
but a temporary delay, the end certain, and 
that very soon, the invincible Federal Gov- 
ernment would again claim sway OUST our 
fair laud, and our people rue the day tbey had 
dared to brook It* power. But two years and 
more of successful war by the South has 
at last taught the Norlheia Democ- 
racy that their p-.u caution and timidity was 
unnecessary, and that a manly stand at the 
beginning would have saved them all their 
shame and suffering, and averted the slavery 
they are now forced to endure. If eight mil 
lion of whites can defy the Government of 
Lincoln, with twenty millions at his back, 
with command of the sea, immense military 
resourses, why might not ih-y assert the 
manhood they claim to possess,' and strike 
one bold blow tor liberty': Are they to wait 
forever, aud endure every extremity of oj - 
pression and indignity, « bile the South spurns 
the 6ame yoke which they have accepted? 
Such are the thoughts which have been gather- 
ing strength and volume at the North. The 
masses are beginning to tire of Mr. Lincoln's 
despotism, e>f his war, his taxes, and his con- 
scription. They feel that their real enemies 
are the Republicans, and that they must put 
them down sooner or later. Just now tbey 
are pausing ere they strike the meditated 
blow; but when it is struck th y will marvel 
at the ease with which the work has been ac- 
complished. Whit it wants now most of all 
is, not a riper state of public opinion, or a 
more fervent, concentrated hatred of their 
oppressors, but au intrepid leader. And that 
this leader will soon be found who can doubt 
that knows ought of history t 

The North has a struggle to go through be- 
fore she can prosper and be free — a struggle 
not with us, but with the elements of fuction 
and crime In her own bosom. The cancer Is 
there, and It must be cut out — the sooner the 
better. A war with the South does uot mend 
the matter. It is not true that to stop the war 
with us is ruin to the North. We know not 
how a sane man can thus argue. To attain the 
firm ground of a prosperous society and a 
conservative Government, the course of the 
North is a plain one. The war with the South 
must be stopped, and that as speedily as poe 
s.ble. But this is only half the work. It is all 
that our interests absolutely require, but not 
all that humanity would teach other countries 
to do in their behalf. The conservative men 
of the North must put down and crush out 
the abolition, infidel and agrarian element in 
their midst before they can ever hope for sol- 
id peace in their own borders. Short of this, 
there is for them no safety; no hope ot order, 
progress, or rational liberty. Let them d.'lly 
with or postpone this duiy, and severe con 
vulsions, far eci psiog the Fr.nch revolution, 
are before them. To accomplish this needful 
work, a revolution by arras is the necessary and 
proper means. Let them set to work at once. 
Lincoln may be apparently strong, but so was 
Robespierre before the Convention plucked 
up courage to opnese him. Oae bold effort 
bv the Northern Demcciacy, and his power 
will topple to the giouud, lar more swiftly 
even than the edifice of tyranny was con- 
stiucted. Nor will it cost much blood to 
effect it. It w>ll most certaUily not ecst as 
much as will flow of their «wu blood from 
subnvssian to a single conscription. And, 
when they get the power in their hands, they 
will do well to show no foolish pity to any of 
the leaders of U'is ftepubl can party— tp Lin- 
coln, Seward, Greeley and the rest, 

One and all thty richly deserve the gollows; 
and if the Democrats fail to ii I ct the doom, 
in any case, upon thc -e mlscreauts, the world 
will wonder, and history record it as a lam- 
entable act oi folly. This done, next let them 
proceed to establish a stable Government — 
install conservative men— cherish good 
Will with all nations— cultivate justice 
and moderation, and abandon that dream 
of universal empire, which has been 
the toutee of so much ctime and so 
much blood. Tbey have a fertile country, a 
tine climate, habits of industry and, did they 
but kBOW it* a future With pti and a con- 
servative government, they can be prosperous 
to a remarkable degree, although no longer 
able to control the destinies oi the South. 
Had ihey a true pride and sell-reliance, they 
would never admit that their prouperjiy de 
pended wholly on au alliance with us, and 
would at once stake their future on the arts 
of peace and industry. 

This sdvice costs nothing, but wc feel dis- 
posed to pay it back in kind w ita a much bet- 
ter article. We agree that Abolitionists are 
no uo.v ut to govern a country than the Se- 
cessionists; but 6till we fcre of opinion that 
there are men ol seme enough North ^nd 
South to restore the old Government, which 
is far H-etter than any half of it. And now we 
a i vise the Southern people not to hang, kill or 
destroy their leaders at Richmond and else- 
where; but hurl them from power, raise the 
old nag and send their members of Congress 
back to Washington. Tusre we can dispense 
honorably and quietly with the AboiltloniiU 
aud let them retire along with Secessionists 
Mnd ruminate on the mutability of all human 
greatuess. We can live without them, to be 
sure, but we can do better with them, aud wp 
don't choose to give up any part of our coun- 
try. We tou t expect the Sentinel to Wke 
this advice, but it can't do Letter. As to get- 
ting up a revolution, that reminds us of the 
advice of the fox that had lost his tail.

I can conceive of no 
extremity to which my country could be re- 
duced, in which I would for a single moment 
entertain any proposition for any union with 
the North on any terms whatever. When all 
else is lost, I prefer to unite with the thou- 
sands of our own countrymen who have found 
honorable deaths, If not graves, on the battle- 
field. Use this letter as you please.

THE SHELL1NU OF CHARLESTON. 

The editor of the Savannah News, who wsb 
in Charleston the night Glllmore commenced 
shelling the city, thus describes the affair : 

The citizens, as It seems by an error in the 
transmission of GUlmore's answer by the sig- 
nal corps, were led to believe that they would 
have until Monday night to remove their fam- 
ilies, and were surprised by a second midnight 
■Macs. The scene, us the* Yankee incendiary 
shells came burliug through the air, crusbicg 
the chambers of sleeping women and children, 
or bursting in the streets, scattering their frag 
ments in every direction, and lighting up 
the darkness wuh a sudden glare, was shock- 
ing in the extreme. Shell after shell followed 
at intervals of some ten minutes, each pre- 
ceded by the sullen roar of the far off battery. 
Soon the streets in the vicinity where tbey 
struck were filled with men, women and 
children, the former as firemen or soldiers re- 
pairing to their alarm posts of duty, the latter 
hastening — tbey knew not where — somewhere 
for safety. While the streets were thus filled 
with terrified families the rain poured down, 
adding to the horrors of the scene. The sheB- 
ing continued for about an hour and a quarter, 
when it ceased. At 2 o'clock, when we retired 
to our chamber in the Mills House, Meeting 
street, it was comparatively quiet. From the 
door of our hotel every shell could be dis- 
tinctly heard, and the point at which It struck 
pretty nearly determined. We heard of sev- 
eral houses and one church in diiterent parts 
of the city which were more or less damaged 
by the shells; but no instance of injury to per- 
sons was reported when we left the city yes- 
terday morning. We heard of one vf ry nar- 
row escape, a shell having passed through a 
chamber in which two young girls were 
sleeping. The bed was struck and a part cf 
the musketorbar torn away,bnt providentially, 
neither of the sleepers was hurt. 

PLANS OK THE REBELS. 

[From the Richmond Whig, Sept. 4.] 
We agree with the Mississippian, that the 
true policy of our armies is, and has been 
from the inception of hostilities, to concen- 
trate — to mass their forces — and never tight 
except something substantial is to be gained. 
President DiVis seemed to realize this great 
truth in bis message to Congress just after 
the fall of Fort Donelson. In that message 
he said the Confederacy had undertaken more 
than It was able to accomplish, and yet, 
strange as it may appear, the policy of the 
war was still unchanged. Our armies re- 
mained scattered. They were not massed. 
They have never relinquished any point of de- 
fense except as thoy were driven from it by 
the enemy's bayonets or starvation. We have 
undertaken to defend every approach to our 
vast domain, Our foro s have been scattered 
along our whole frontier, and as a mitter of 
course, weak points were to be found by the 
wily foe. He could mass his forces aud over- 
whelm the Confederates at auy given point. 
Thus have we fought and suffered, thus have 
we paid dearly lor the experience we have 
gained, and thus it is that so many battles 
have been lost, and so many roads opened to 
the invaders. It is not yet too late, how 
ever, to abandon a policy which actual trial 
has proved to be erroneous. We can yet mass 
our armies, and draw wisdom from the ex 
ample ol Washington, whose tactics worked 
out the great proMem, Qf the first revolution. 
When too weak to tight we ean retreat, and 
by having all our forces in two grand corps 
our skilltul Qenerals can so maneuver them 
as to thwart a foe vastly superior, The day ot 
defeat will have pat-eel away when our vet- 
eran armies are buried in solid phalanx upon 
the foe. 



French Programme. 

"Malakoff" writes from Paris to the New 
Tork Times that the French-Mexican { ro- 
gramme was devised and actively begun un- 
der the unhesitating conviction that our Union 
was hopelessly dissolved, but that It was too 
la(e to change it when cur late victories came 
to overturn the previous opinion, lie con- 
tinues: 

What, then, is the next best thing to be 
done? I will tell you. France is going to 
maneuver in such a way, by bargains on col- 
lateral questions, as to br'ug about a Europe- 
an coalition against the United States on this 
Mexican question. 

So that, if the United States should even- 
tually reconsolidate her power, and attempt 
an enforcement of the Monroe doctrine in 
Mexico, France would be able to brin.; 
other powers with her into the war that 
would ensue. The Grand Duke Maximilian 
has accepted the throne, but only on the 
condition that a guaranty of stability can 
be offered him; and what else than an alli- 
ance against the United Stales cau afford 
the shadow of such a guaranty ? Tne Gov- 
ernment journals openly declare that this 
object must be attained, anet the argument 
they use Is no longer the old one of a recon- 
struction aud strengthening of the Latin races, 
for that argument interesu only one of the 
nations they hope to drag into the alliance, 
nor that other argument of a cisinte-rested 
mission of civilization; but they put the ne- 
cessity of this coalition upon the broad ground 
of an equilibrium ol f^ rces— that old <,uettion 
lor which European nations have alwavs been 
ready enough to tight on their own continent, 
and which France hopes now to extend to the 
continent of America. 

When again united, it such should b« the 
result of the present war, they say the I nited 
States will be too large, too preponderating, 
too dangerous to the general equilibrium; and 
thus France hopes that by raising this fami- 
liar but effective cry of "balance of power," 
to gain allies in aid e f the bani>-r she is estab- 
lishing against the 1° nited States in Mtuco. 
It would probably be eaBy for the Government 
at Washington to break up this project. 

On the other hand, the politicians say if the 
other European powers should fail to fake 
the same view of this question that I ranee 
does, this power will abandon Mevico to the 
Grand Duke Maximilian, and throw the re- 
sponsibility of obtaining guaranties of stabil* 
Uy on him and his brother and father in-law. 

They think that if France should abandon 
Mexico, claiming only a war indemnity, that 
even the United States might be induced to 
recognize and live in peace with the new Tiu 
peror.

The following is a proclamation b? the 
President of the United Stater: 

Whereas, The Conatitution of the United 
States has ordained that the privilege of the 
writ of habcaa corpus shall not be suspended 
unless when in cases of rebellion or Invasion 
the public safety may rt quire it; and wherta?, 
a rebellion was existinz on the Si day ol 
March, 1S6:>, which rebellion is 6till existing; 
and whereas, by a statute which was approved 
osj that dnv it was enacted by the Senate and 
Iluu.e of Representatives of the United States 
in Congress assembled that durimj the pres- 
ent insurrection the President of the United 
Stute*, whenever in his judgment tbe 
lh:tt the public safety may require It, Is au- 
thorized to suspend the privilege of the writ 
of habeat rorjjut in any State throughout the 
L'uiied Slates, or any part thereof 1 , and, 
whereas, in the judgment of the President the 
public safety does require that the privilege 
of the said writ shall now be suspended 
throughout the United States in cases where- 
by tho authority of the President of the United 
States, military, naval and civil officers of the 
United States, or any of them, hold persons 
under their command or in their custody, 
.either as prisoners of war, sines or aiders or 
abbetters of the enemy, or officers, soldiers or 
seamen, enrolled, drafted, mustered or enlist- 
ed in or belonging to the land or naval 
forces of the United States or deserters there- 
from or otherwise amenable to military law or 
to the rnles and regulations prescribed for the 
military or uaval>crvices by the authority of 
the President of the United States, or fer re- 
sitting a draft or for any other offence against 
the noilitiry or naval service. Now therelore 
I Abrahum Lincoln, President of the United 
States, do hereby proclaim «nd meke known 
to all whom it may concern that 
the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus is 
suspended throughout the United Slates in 
the several cases before mentioned, and (hat 
this suspension wili continue throughout the 
duration of tho present rebellion, or until this

The Louisville and Nashville railroad com- 
pany being unable to obtain sufficient labor 
to supi>ly the road with the quantity of lire- 
wood required to do government business, it 
becomes necessary to impress tlva hundred 
(500) negroe* from the negro population of 
the couuties through which the road passes, 
aud iu which the firewood Is required. By 
direction of Department of Headquarters the 
draft i<) to be made In the same manner as di- 
rected by General Orders No. 41 from these 
headquarttis ot. August 10:h. The command- 
er of th-- post at Ruesellville will impress the 
negroes in Logan and Todd counties, and the 
commander of the post at Bowlingy-reen will 
impress the negroes in Warren and Simpson 
counties. The commander of tne post at 
Munfordvil'e will impress the negroes in Hart, 
Barren and Hardin counties, and are hereby 
charged with the execution of this order. 

The authorities of the railroad company are 
to inform the commauders of said posts 
of the quantity of wood required in 
each locality, and the number of men 
aud teams required to get out the same 
The men and teams impressed shall be pLaced 
in charge of the railroad company, who shall 
pay the owners of the same a reasonab'e 
compensation for tbe services rendered. Upon 
the proper certificate of the .railroad compa- 
ny's officer, exemptions shall be given to the 
negroes of those parties who have agreed to 
furnish the railroad company with firewood 
also those who may preler to hire thvdr ne- 
groes to parties havine * contract with the 
railroad company lor the delivery of wood. 
For every twenty cords of firewood to be de- 
livered by contract per month, one negro 
shall be exempted. Negraes impressed un- 
der this order shall also be exempted from 
work on military railroads in other parts of 
the State, for which a dralt will be made here- 
after. Tbe railroad company shall have the 
right to use any wood along the line of the 
railroad by paylug to the owners thereof a 
fair compensation. Tais order is also appli- 
cable to the counties of Bullitt, Nelson and 
Jefferson, and LieuL Col. J. N. 8tiles, Sixty 
third Indiana Vols., commanding at Shep 
herdsville, Is charged with the execution of 
it in those countiet.
